machine such that a front end of the first probe is in contact with the conducting sheet 
and a front end of the second probe is at certain distance from the conducting sheet; and 
whereby as the baffle swings backwards the conducting sheet contacts the front end of 
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the second probe to transfer signals to a circuit unit via signal cables to stop the operation 
of the film sealing.
